At» meeting of tin Maine Experiment 


Station Council, held on Thursday, at tbd 
State College, there were In atUmd»Bce, 
besides the resident - officers. Secretary 
HcKeen, of the Board of Agriculture, 
Prof. Winalow, as the represenUtire of 
the Maine State Grange, and Hon. R. AJ- 
den, 
of Wlnthrop, one of the tnuteel of 


the institution. The meeting was called 
to order by the President, M. C. Feraald, 
and after the reading of the records, M. 
C. Femild waa elected President of Lhe 
Council, and Pref. W. H. Jordan, Secre- 
tary. 
' 


Steps were taken looking to, an earlier 


publics ton of the reports of the Station, 
and the Issuing of more Bulletins for the 
general Information of the public. Es- 
pecially jWas it urged upon UM Director 
that the "Fertilizer Bulletin" be Issued by 
the first of Hay. The entire day wu 
spent in the examination of the work of 
the year and outlining that for the year 
to come. Among the experiment* which 
seem to be of special Interest was one 
intended u a test of the feeding value of 
turnips for sheep. The result! of the 
entire experiments covered sixty-three 
da/s of feeding and may be summarized 
as follows: One-half of the sheep ate dur- 
ing this time thirteen hundred and forty 
pounds of digestible material, and '.the 
other half thirteen hundred apd thirty- 
eight pounds. The' difference between the 
two rations was simply this: that one- 
half of the sheep received more of their 
food from roots than did the other half, 
the total amount of digestible material 
being practically the same In the two 
cases. 
One-hajf of the sheep ate 1,200 


pounds of roots and the other half ate 
3,150, the difference in the amount of dry 
digestible organic material in the two 
quantities being 306 pounds. This 208 
pounds of nutriments from the roots was 
offset by 203 pounds 'of nutrients from 
grain, ajpractically equivalent: quantity. 
Notwithstanding this jequivalence in the 
quantity of material in the two rations, 
the twelve sheep receiving the more grain 
gained, during the sixty-three days, thir- 
ty-nine pounds more than did'the other 
twelve. i< Four pounds of gtaln proved to 
be equal to at least thirty pounds of tur- 
nips. There seems to be no reason why 
this teslj Is not a fair one1, and it furnishes 
a weighty amount of evidence against the 
somewhat common opinion that the dry 
matter of roots has an especial value he- 
.yond the small quantity which It may be 
wise to feed for the purpose of giving 
variety to the ration. 
: 


Another experiment for the purpose of 


testing the economy of the high feeding 
of early'lambs, seems worthy of note, as 
follows; 


(l.)| jTwolotsof sheep, each contain- 


ing ten sheep and twelve lambs, were fed 
for three months. 


Cl.) One lot of sheep ate 3,000 pounds 


of hay and I,4.'t4 pounds of mixed grain. 
The other ate 3,000 pounds of hay and 450 
pounds of mixed grain. Lot 1 ate, there- 
fore, 984 pounds more of grain than lot 2. 


(.1.) 
During the three months the sheep 


of lot 1 lost 104 pounds in weight, and lot 
2, 1.1C pounds, a difference in favor of lot 
1 of 62 pounds., The lambs of lot 1 
weighed Ho pounds, and of lot 2, 364 
pounds,!a difference In favor of lot 1 of 
1H1 pounds. 


(4.) 
The value of the lambs in lot 1 


was 854150, and in lot 2, »21 .»4, a differ- 
ence of $32.66 in favor of JUberal feeding, 
and a net gain above cost . of grain of 
822.47. 


>5.) The extra amount of grain fed to 


lot 1 was sold to the sheep at the rate of 
•71.60 per ton. 


Experiments with different rations to 


determine their effect upon the quality of 
milk: 


(II) 
Five cows, including one Holstein, 


two Ayrshlres and two Jerseys, were fed 
three different rations daring as many 
periods.! 


(•I.) The grain ration of the first period 


consisted of a mixture Df cotton seed meal, 
corn meal and wheat bran ; during the sec- 
ond period, of peas ami barley, and during 
the thlrjd period of linseed nteal, "eorn 
meal, arid wheat bran. 
r 


(.'!.} The amount of milk was dimin- 


ished somewhat In passing from the first 
to the second period, and Increased slight- 
ly after Changing to the third period. 


(4.) 
The composition of the milk varied 


but little and no more, or eveq less, dur- 
ing the three periods, than is often ob- 
served when the ration is not changed. 


Kven jlhough U is possible to dnw only 


limited conclusions from this experiment, 
some practical suggestions appear. 


(1.) jQulte radical changes may be 


made In the kind of grain ration fed, with- 
out affecting the quality of the milk. 


(2.) jThe tendency of butter:to melt in 


hot weather ma/ be Influenced by the 
kind of :fot)LU'aud also the degree of hard- 
ness may be affected. 


(3.) tA mixture of cotton-seed meal or 


linseed meal with corn meal and wheat 
bran, especially the cotton seed meal mix- 
ture, prodnced butter less easily melted, 
and of a more solid appearauc^ than did 
the peas and barley.

A 
search to find a a Grannis was then in- 
stituted, and resulted in the location of 
one-beanng that naine in Sidney a 
Orannis, a leading and respected citizen 
of Bed Wing, Minn. 


Now it happened that Mr. Qrannia 


last summer had just completed a genea- 
logical record of his family, tracing it 
back to the time when tte ancestorB'first 
came to this country, and as another 
curious coincidence the initials "S. S." 
occur in uo other name u> the whole list 
than in' that of his. "3. W." is there. 
Mr. Qrannis says he feels certain that 
the S. & Orannis \ referred to is tviTnMlf, 
and he accountsjfor the land being in 
his name in this way: Early in the fifties 
one Clark Tillinghast, for whom he bad 
been wording in New York state, went 
to Chicago. He was a bankrupt, and 
bein£ nuable to. hold land in his name 
Mr. trramiis believes he acquired it in 
his (Grannis*) name, knowing that, in 
case he st onJil ever be in position to nse 
it,' Mr. Orannis would quitclaim it to 
him. —Cor. Chicago Tribune.

At one of the New York fanners' gath- 


erings, Prof. 1.1*. Roberts read a lively 
paper on the question of keeping up the 
fertility of the apple orchard. He thinks 
orchards generally grow to much wood. 
Among other thlngn, ha said: Where al- 
lowed to grow as they please, vines never 
produce any really fine fruit, but when, 
we learned to controj tbelr growth, the 
value of the fruit Increased a hundred- 
fold, while tbe least possible amount of 
fertility was removed from Ihe land. It 
Is not quite possible that fertility might 
be conserved and the, quality of apples be 
greatly {Improved by i reducing the length 
of the limbs upon which Jhey grow? Is 
It true that tbe apples are Improved by 
transporting tbe plant-food Which pro- 
duces them through eighty feet of root 
and branch before they receive, it, or Is 
tbe soil of that orchard being unnecessa- 
rily dra^vn nppn by growing too iouch Um- 
ber? On the question of keeping np tbe 
fertility, he tald: It the orchard contains 
ten acres, It will carry lOOs^eep from 
May ^o October, provided one-fourth of 
tbelr rood bel furnished to them^ln tbe 
form of bran or cotton seed or oil meal. 
One hundred sheep weighing 80 lb. each, 
will require for one-fourth of; the r dally 
sustenance one-half pound of meal per 
bead, If these animals take ton prr cent,

Mr. G. C. U.; Huckaty, 'now of Mai- 


den, Mass., iq an .interview, says of it: 
" I was born and raised on a cotton plan- 
tation near Macon, Miss. We could 
make money before the war raising cot- 
ton, but since that time it has been im- 
possible. 
No iman can hire labor to 


raise cotton at a 
1 profit. If he owns land 


he had better let it lie idle, for then he 
will only lose interest and taxes. If he 
hires labor to r^ise cotton he will lose 
more. 
The great cost of picking by 


hand is the principal cause of this con- 
dition. 
I never believed it could be 


picked by a machine. A few weeks ago 
a personal friend, a merchant doing 
business ion Tremont Street, said to me : 
' I have been investigating the Cotton 
Picker, and believe it to be a good thing, 
and propose to invest in its stock, but 
before doing so would like your opinion, 
as you know ail about cotton-raising 
and picking.' 
I 
1 told him to let it alone, 


as I considered it an impossibility for 
any machine to pick cotton. 
He 


replied: 'I don't want that kind of ad- 
vice; what I do want is your advice 
after you have seen the machine and 
examinee the evidence of its value.' 
" I talc him that I thought it would be 


a waste of time, as I was quite positive it 
could not do what was claimed for it. 
As he insisted, 1 did go and see it, and, to 
my surprise, saw a machine that I 
should know would pick cotton from Ae 
field, even if there was no Other evidence 
than a sight of its mechanical construc- 
tion. But that other evidence is abun- 
dant anc conclusive. I returned and 
told my friend that I wa« sure it was all 
right, thtt it was the greatest Invention 
of this 01 any other age, and that as an 
investment it could not fail to be very 
profitable — far better than anything else 
I know of. Of course, he had .to laugh 
a little at my sudden conversion, ana I 
think be had a right to. 1 am now ad- 
vising aL my Mends to visit the Com-
